3. Claims 33, 35-44, 46-55 and 58-62 are allowed. 

The examiner deems claims 33, 35-44, 46-55 and 58-62 as novel when viewed 
as a whole for the limitations of data processing system. 

The closest prior art of record, Sorvari discloses, a data processing system 
comprising: A database system for storing data elements data elements ([0050]); data 
processing system for processing data elements , the database processing system 
being associated to a first subscriber of a telecommunication system ([0047]); the data 
processing system comprising: a first database with at least part of its records 
containing the name information of a subscriber of a telecommunications system and 
the subscriber's address in the telecommunications system ([0048]); 
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However, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or render obvious the recited 
feature of the limitations cited above added with the data processing system is, in 

response to the selection o o N -i;t v i field by the first subscriber, arranged to fetch 

from the first database a subscriber address i . j
